MEET  THE  MEN’S  HOCKEY  BLUES 


f  1  Kevin  HAMLIN  -  S:10;  175;  15-07-61  Left  Handed 

Returning  for  his  fourth  season  with  the  Blues,  Kevin  hopes  to  match  his  brilliant 
performance  of  last  year.  The  25-year-old  Windsor  native  led  all  OUAA  goalkeepers 
with  an  18-4  won-lost  record,  a  scintillating  2.55  goals  against  per  game  average  and 
4  shut-outs.  Including  non-conference  games,  Kevin  posted  a  25-11-1  record  and  3.44 
goal  average,  earning  OUAA  and  CIAU  first-team  all  star  honours,  and  was  selected 
as  the  UofT's  male  athlete  of  the  year.  Kevin  also  saw  action  against  the  Moscow 
Selects,  leading  the  Canadian  National  Team  to  a  6-4  win  and  3-2  overtime  loss.  After 
a  pre-season  tryout  with  the  NHL's  Vancouver  Canucks,  the  Physical  and  Health 
Education  graduate  opted  to  continue  his  graduate  studies  at  UofT.  A  vocal,  flamboyant 
individual,  Kevin's  leadership  will  buoy  Blue's  championship  hopes  this  season.

A  welcome  returnee  to  the  Blues  after  a  three-year  absence,  Paul  brings  a  wealth  of 
experience  and  ability  to  the  Blues  goaltending  corps.  Paul  tended  goal  for  the  Blues 
from  1979-80  through  1982-83  for  former  Varsity  Blues  Coaches  Gord  Davies  and  Bill 
Purcell.  Included  in  that  stint  was  a  OUAA  championship  season  in  1981-82.  Paul  led 
the  CIAU  in  goals-against  average  in  1982-83.  Prior  to  attending  UofT,  he  was  a 
Junior  'A'  all-star  and  MVP  with  the  Dixie  Beehives  while  attending  Cawthra  Park  Hign 
School  in  Mississauga.

Women’s  Blues  face  rebuilding  challenge

At  all  levels  of  sport,  the  only 
thing  that  is  harder  than  winning 
a  championship  is  successfully 
defending  it.  Such  is  the 
challenge  that  confronts  the 
Varsity  Blues  women's  basketball 
team  coached  by  Michele 
Belanger  as  they  begin  their 
1936/8?  campaign.  With  the 
memory  of  a  brilliant,  undefeated 
season  last  year  still  fresh,  the 
Blues  have  been  hard  at  work  as 
of  late,  in  pratise  and  in 
tournament  play.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  Blues  will  again 
be  one  of  the  better  teams  in 
Ontario,  judging  by  their  strong 
showing  in  winning  the  annual 
"Big  Four  Tournament”  two  weeks 
ago.  The  obstacles  in  the 
pathway  to  repeating  as  national 
champions,  however,  began  to 
emerge  even  before  tryouts. 

The  two  cornerstones  of  last 
year's  powerhouse,  Angela  Orton 


and  Pat  Melville,  have  both 
graduated  after  five  year  careers. 
It  is  impossible  to  measure  the 
loss  of  two  of  the  best  players  in 
Canada.  If  that  wasn't  bad 
enough,  four  players  from  last 
years  squad;  Julaine  Sandlin, 
Peggy  Blumersthal,  Anne-Marie 
Bottineau,  and  Sandy  Clubb  have 
all  not  returned  for  various 
reasons.  Finally,  there  was  a 
disturbing  low  number  of  athletes 
who  turned  up  at  September  try¬ 
outs.  Coach  Belanger  attributed 
the  disappointing  numbers  to  a 
lack  of  confidence  on  the  part  of 
athletes  who  may  have  felt 
intimidated  by  the  team's  success 
last  year.  All  of  this  has  resulted 
in  a  final  roster  of  only  ten 
players,  four  of  which  are  rookie 
recruits. 

On  a  more  optimistic  note, 
Belanger  points  out  that  the  team 
is  working  hard  in  practice,  and 
progressing  as  well  as  could  be 
expected  with  all  the  personnel 


changes.  The  veterans  have  filled  the  team  will  have  to  be  in  even 
the  initial  leadership  vacuum  that  better  condition  than  ever 
resulted  from  Pat  and  Angela's 

departure,  and  morale  is  quite  mmmmmmtmmm mmmmmmm 
high. 

As  the  regular  season  draws 
nearer,  the  Blues  will, 
understandibly,  be  approaching 
their  games  with  different 
expectations.  "Unlike  last  year, 
we  won't  be  able  to  walk  into  the 
gym  and  expect  to  blow  opponents 
out  like  last  season.  We  will  have 
to  be  more  patient  this  year,  and 
more  appreciative  of  each 
victory." 

The  Blues  are  in  a  position 
where  they  will  need  scoring  from 
a  number  of  sources.  The  goal 
will  be  to  have  three  double 
figures  every  night.  The  scoring 
punch  should  come  from  sources 
like  Mary  Ann  Kowal,  TTieresa 
Bums,  Samantha  Reed,  and  Lynn 
Schultz.  Other  skills,  that  could 
be  taken  for  granted  last  year 
will  have  to  be  emphasized  and

Entering  her  eighth  season  as  coach  of  U  of  T's  national  champion  women’s  Basketball 
Blues,  Michele  Belanger  is  a  veteran  of  national  and  international  competition  as  both 
a  player  and  a  coach.  As  a  player,  she  was  a  member  of  four  CIAU  national  championship 
teams  from  1975-78,  was  selected  to  Canada's  National  Team  for  three  seasons  (1976- 
78)  and  played  in  two  Diana  Cup  top  International  tournaments  in  Bulgaria  plus  the 
1977  World  University  Games. 

Michele  began  her  coaching  career  with  the  Blues  in  1979  and  within  three  seasons 
she  had  developed  the  team  to  a  contender  for  the  league  championship.  In  1981-82, 
the  Blues  upset  her  alma  mator  Laurentlan  In  the  OWIAA  playoffs,  lost  the  final  game 
by  only  two  points  and  then  went  on  to  place  fifth  In  their  first  appearance  In  the 
CIAU  national  tournament.  Michele  was  voted  OWIAA  Coach  of  the  Year  in  both  1980- 
81  and  1981-82.  In  1983-84,  she  guided  the  Blues  to  their  first  OWIAA  league 
championship  since  1960,  and  under  her  leadership  the  team  successfully  defended  their 
league  title  in  1984-85  and  1985-86. 

Last  season,  Michele's  energetic  coaching  guided  the  Blues  to  their  most  successful 
season  in  the  history  of  Varsity  women's  Basketball.  Blues  won  five  Invitational 
Tournaments,  their  third  consecutive  OWIAA  league  title  and  capped  an  undefeated 
season  against  Canadian  university  opponents  by  earning  U  of  T's  first  CIAU  Basketball 
championship.  Varsity's  Pat  Melville  was  named  CIAU  Player  of  the  Year  and  U  of 
T  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year,  and  teammate  Angela  Orton  won  her  second  consecutive 
All-Canadian  award. 

Fluent  in  French,  Michele  was  ait  interpreter  at  the  1976  Montreal  Olympics  and 
this  past  summer  she  gave  a  series  of  coaching  clinics  in  Africa  at  the  invitation  of 
the  Department  of  External  Affairs.  Her  husband,  Peter  Dcmengoni,  is  an  assistant 
coach  with  Varsity's  men's  Basketball  Blues  and  teaches  in  the  Toronto  school  system.

University  Basketball  is  often  described 
as  the  sport  with  two  seasons  -  the  fall 
Tournaments,  then  the  league  play  after 
Christmas.  Michele  Belanger's  women's 
squad  is  in  the  process  of  gaining  a  lot  of 
tournament  experience.  On  Friday, 
November  7,  the  Blues  start  their  third 
tournament  in  as  many  weeks  as  UofT  host 
the  annual  Women's  Invitational  Tournament 
in  the  Athletic  Centre  Sports  Gym.  The 
Blues  will  be  defending  their  1985/88 
C.I.A.U.  title  this  year,  posing  a  tough 
challenge  for  Coach  Belanger,  a  challenge 
that  many  coaches  wish  they  had. 

The  Blues  are  in  the  process  of  rebuilding, 
as  six  players  from  last  season’s 
championship  squad  are  not  back.  Belanger 
looks  upon  tournaments  as  being  important 
in  several  ways.  "In  these  pre-Christmas 
tournaments,  we’re  hoping  to  play  some  tight 
games  against  tough  competition.  Besides 
building  playing  experience,  tournaments 
allow  us  to  examine  our  own  tactics  and 
perhaps  alter  some  offensive  options, 
something  we  can’t  afford  to  do  in  league 
games.” 

The  field  of  teams  in  this  year’s  UofT 
Invitational  should  provide  a  true  test  of  just 
how  well  the  Blues  are  progressing.  Four 
Ontario  rivals  will  be  present.  With  a  new 


head  coach,  in  former  Blues  guard  Bill 
Pangos,  the  York  Yeowomen  promise  to  be 
a  better  disciplined  and  conditioned  team 
than  last  year,  and  one  that  will  be 
resourceful.  Brock  will  be  coming  to  Toronto 
with  a  small,  quick  team  that  includes  three 
members  of  the  Ontario  Provincial  Team.

Another  chapter  in  the  quest  of  the  men's 
basketball  Blues  for  an  Ontario  East  Division 
crown  unfolds  Thursday,  November  13th  as 
the  1988-87  squad  opens  their  campaign  by 
hosting  UofT’s  annual  National  inivitational 
Tournament  at  Varsity  Arena.  Our  Blues 
will  be  tested  right  away  as  they  will  be 
confronted  by  Huskies,  Badgers  and 
Mustangs.  Marauders,  Axemen,  Yeomen  and 
even  some  Patriotes  will  also  be  lurking  on 
the  scene. 

This  eight-team  showdown  features 
entries  from  Saskatchewan,  Brock,  Western, 
Trois-Rivieres,  Acadia,  York  and  McMaster. 
After  an  85/86  season  which  saw  the  Varsity 
Blues  go  to  the  QUA  A  Division  final  and  lose 
by  a  narrow  margin  to  the  York  Yeomen, 
ohe  can  be  certain  that  the  Blues  will  be 
hungry  to  start  this  season  on  a  high  note. 
In  this  tournament,  however,  they  will  have 
their  work  cut  out  for  them,  as  there  isn’t 
a  single  pushover  team  in  the  draw.  All 
eight  squads  are  highly  regarded  entering  the 
new  season. 

The  Saskatchewan  Huskies  have  the  same 
players  from  last  year's  squad  which 


advanced  to  the  C.I.A.U.  Final  Four,  and  are 
rated  as  co-favourites  with  Victoria  to  win 
Canada  West.  Trois-Rivieres  are  the  inside 
favourite  to  win  the  O.U.A.A.  and  are 
regarded  by  Varsity  Coach  Gib  Chapman  as 
a  possible  dark  horse  entry  at  the  Nationals. 

Acadia  are  not  only  expected  to  triumph 
easily  in  the  Atlantic  Conference,  but  are 
cited  as  definitely  being  one  of  the  top  three 
teams  in  the  country.  The  Western  Msstangs, 
picked  as  the  best  team  in  the  O.U.A.A. 
West,  combine  three  excellent  returning 
starters  with  two  outstanding  freshmen. 

Brock  coach  Carney  Henley  is  more 
optimistic  than  ever  about  his  team's 
prospects.  The  only  team  that  could  be 
regarded  as  a  question  mark  is  McMaster, 
who  are  depending  on  several  young  players 
to  get  by  until  the  return  of  football  star 
Half  Roseneranz  at  Christmas.  As  has  been 
the  case  for  so  many  years,  the  York  Yeomen 
are  being  treated  lightly  by  no  one,  despite 
losing  three  key  players  to  graduation. 

Coach  Chapman  has  whittled  his  squad 
down  to  fifteen  players,  of  whom  twelve  will 
dress  for  the  tournament.  The  team  is 
relatively  healthy,  with  the  exception  of  John

Why  did  you  decide  to  become 

the  men's  basketball  coach? 

The  lateness  of  Coach  Brian 
Heaney's  resignation  in  the 
summer  put  us  in  a  position  where 
all  the  quality  coaches  that  were 
available  had  already  committed 
themselves  elsewhere.  Our 
alternatives  were  either  to  hire  a 
part-time  coach  from  outside  the 
university  or  to  have  someone 
from  inside  the  school  take  the 
job.  We  decided  on  the  latter  for 
two  reasons.  First,  it  would  be 
easier  to  maintain  the  UofT 
athletic  philosophy  by  bringing  in 
a  coach  who  was  already  involved 
in  the  Department  of  Athletics 
and  Recreation.  Second,  it  is 
more  difficult  to  maintain  a  good 
player/coach  dialogue  through  the 
season  when  the  coach  is  not  on 
the  permanent  department  staff. 
In  the  end,  it  was  possible  to 
shuffle  repsonsibilities  around  so 
that  I  would  have  enough  time  to 
return  to  coaching. 

What  is  your  background  in 
basketball? 

I  grew  up  in  Maine,  where  I  played 
high  school  basketball  and 
baseball.  From  there,  I  went  to 
Ricker  College  (Maine)  where  I 
made  All-Conference  for 
basketball.  My  coaching 

credentials  include  experience  in 
high  school  and  college  back  in 
Maine.  I  then  coached  at  Acadia 
University  for  seven  years,  where 
we  won  five  A.U.A.A.  titles  and 
one  C.I.A.U  championship.  Next, 

I  coached  the  ClupJnh  nn/nhnns 
tor  Vttrce  9«ason3,  sno  Xvrtce  was 
named  O.U.A.A.  'Coach  of  the 
Year'.  For  three  years  in  the 
1970s,  I  was  the  Assistant  Coach 
for  Jack  Donohue's  National 
Team. 

Is  basketball  the  only  sport  that 
has  attracted  your  interrat? 

I  guess  basketball  and  baseball  are 
the  two  sports  1  grew  up  with.  I 
coached  both  of  them  at  the 
university  level  and  was  also  a 
player/manager  in  the  Maine/New 
Brunswick  Baseball  league.  In  the 


1960s,  as  was  so  often  the  case 
in  American  universities,  I  wound 
up  coaching  a  wide  range  of 
sports  such  as  golf,  soccer,  and 
cross  country. 

Were  you  already  familiar  with 
the  talent  and  playing  styles  of 
the  Blues  veterans  before 
becoming  head  coach? 

As  Director  of  Athletics,  one 
always  wants  to  get  out  to  see 
our  athletes  play  as  often  as 
possible  and  I  did  get  out  to  see 
quite  a  few  of  the  man's  home 
games  last  year.  Of  course,  there 
is  a  big  difference  between  sitting 
the  the  stands,  watching  the  guys 
play  and  actually  coaching  them. 
Naturally,  the  players  and  the 
coaches  are  going  through  a 
period  of  getting  used  to  each 
other. 

What  general  impressions  do  you 
have  of  the  team  after  your  first 
month? 

I  am  very  pleased  with  the 
positive  attitude,  intensity  and 
concentration  shown  by  the 
players.  This  is  a  team  of  players 
who  get  along  well  with  each 
other,  and  they  have  a  great  work 
ethic.  In  short,  the  coaching  staff 
is  delighted  with  the  players' 
efforts. 

How  does  the  current  team 
compare  with  last  year's  squad? 
It's  always  difficult  to  compare 
one  year  to  the  next  because  of 
player  turnover.  We  will  be  a 
different  team  this  year  in  the 
sense  that  we  will  be  more 
mature.
